Christmas    and    it's 
Divine    Significance 

by  President  David  O.  McKay 

Editor's  note :  President  McKay  has  granted  his  personal  permission  that 
the  following  article  he  printed  here  as  a  special  Christmas  message  to  the 
Saints  in  Southern  Africa* 

TTOW  glorious  it  is  to  have  a  day  in  commemoration  of  the  birth  of  the 
*  *  son  of  God!  He  was  born  in  Bethlehem,  where  Joseph  and  Mary  had 
to  pay  their  taxes,  because  of  a  decree  by  a  Roman  Emperor. 

In  Micah,  the  fifth  chapter,  Bethlehem,  the  City  of  David,  is  mentioned 
by  that  prophet  as  the  bithplace  of  the  Messiah.  I  wonder  if  the  shepherds 
to  whom  the  revelation  of  Christ's  birth  was  given,  had  not  that  prophecy 
in  mind  as  they  kept  watch  over  their  flocks  by  night. 

A  revelation  of  God  does  not  come  to  man  unless  he  prepares  himself 
for  it  and  lives  worthy  of  it.  Evil  influences  will  thrust  themselves  upon 
men,  but  God  will  be  sought.  Evil  is  always  crowding  and  tempting  and 
promising.  God  asks  us  to  put  forth  effort  and  seek:  "...  Seek,  and  ye 
shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you."  Mathew  7:7).  But  we 
must  seek,  we  must  knock;  and  I  think  the  humble  shepherds  were  treasur- 
ing in  their  hearts  the  hope,  as  all  Judea  was  treasuring  it,  that  the  Messiah 
would  soon  come.  Those  humble  men  had  opened  to  them  the  vision  of 
God. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone  away  from  them  into 
heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to  another,  "Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Beth- 
lehem, and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made 
known  unto  us."  (Luke  2:15) 

The  shepherds  did  not  say,  "I  wonder  if  this  be  true?"  They  did  not 
say,  "Let  us  go  and  see  if  this  thing  be  truo."  They  said.  "Let  us  .  .  .  go  .  .  . 
and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made 
known  unto  us"  an  assurance  that  God  had  revealed  His  Son;  that  the 
angels  had  given  to  the  world  the  message  that  He  who  would  be  King  of 
kings,  and  Lord  of  lords,  had  come  as  a  mere  babe  in  the  humblest  part 
of  that  little  Judean  town. 

What  would  you  give  —  you  who  may  not  have  that  assurance  —  to 
have  in  your  hearts  that  same  confidence  that  Christ  is  born,  that  Christ 
lives,  that  God  had  heralded  His  birth  by  angels  in  heaven?  All  doubt 
would  be  banished,  all  worry  concerning  our  purpose  here  in  life  would 
cease. 

It  is  the  spirit  of  Christmas  that  counts;  it  is  the  feeling  that  we  are 
His  brethren,  and  that  we  want  to  live  to  come  back  into  His  presence  so 
that  we  can  go,  as  the  shepherd  went,  right  into  the  very  presence  of  the 
King  of  kings,  the  Lord  of  lords. 

Let  us  have  the  spirit  of  the  Christmas,  with  the  assurance  that  the 
shepherds  had  as  they  heard  the  message  of  the  angels,  and  with  that  spirit 
go  to  him.  Therein  is  life!  Unless  we  can  find  God  and  Christ,  and  know 
them,  we  shall  not  have  eternal  life,  for  ".  .  .  .  This  is  life  eternal,  that  they 
might  know  thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ,  whom  thou  hast 
sent."  (John  17:3) 

How  can  we  get  that  peace  of  which  the  angels  sang,  and  which  the 
shepherds  found  in  that  little  limestone  grotto  with  Mary  lying  there  in  a 
stable;  not  a  stable  as  we  picture  it,  but  a  cave  in  the  limestone  rock  where 
the  animals  were  kept,  near  where  their  keepers  slept? 
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To  get  that  peace  is  one  of  the  greatest  blessings  that  can  come  to  mor- 
tal man.  It  comes  not  by  Ietiiargy,  nor  inactivity,  but  by  doing  the  Will  of 
God  —  that  peace  which  Christ  had  in  mind  when  after  His  resurrection  lie 
appeared  to  the  Twelve  and  said  .  .  .  "Peace  be  unto  you:  .  .  ."  (John  20:21) 
Such  peace  is  never  won  by  subterfuge  nor  argument.  "Nothing  can  bring 
you  peace,"  said  Emerson,  "but  the  triumph  of  principle." 

The  triumph  of  principle  means  also  triumph  over  the  six  enemies  of 
peace  which  I  name  as  avarice,  lust,  worldly  ambition,  envy,  anger  and 
pride;  the  six  things  which  the  Tempter  offered  in  varying  forms  to  the 
Saviour  on  the  Mount  of  Temptation.  Unrestrained  passion,  ungoverned 
appetite,  envy,  hatred,  wealth  and  power  used  to  govern  men  and  to  crush 
them  —  these  are  the  enemies  to  peace.  They  bring  misery  to  the  individual. 
They  bring  unhappiness  in  the  home.  They  bring  war  and  contention  in  the 
world,  discontent,  and  death.  They  are  the  opposite  of  the  peace  which 
Christ  came  to  give  to  the  world.  Why  cannot  men  strive  more  earnestly 
than  ever  before  to  leave  them  out  of  their  hearts,  to  overcome  avarice,  to 
give  rather  than  to  get? 

Only  by  the  triumph  of  principles  over  evil  can  the  world  have  that 
peace  which  Christ  came  to  give  the  world.  No  peace  has  ever  been  won 
nor  ever  has  been  obtained  by  the  cultivation  of  any  of  the  six  passions  I 
have  named.  We  seldom  meet  a  man  who  does  not  say  he  wishes  he  might 
have  peace;  and  yet  it  seems  very  few  are  willing  to  pay  the  price  of  a 
righteous  peace.  We  would  rather  hold  to  those  things  which  the  evil  one 
thrusts  upon  us.  He  promises  that  if  we  get,  we  shall  be  happy. 

This  is  not  true!  One  cannot  have  peace  by  getting  unless  one  uses  what 
one  gets  for  the  happiness  and  betterment  of  mankind.  Only  by  serving  our 
fellow  men  can  we  obtain  that  peace  which  Christ  wishes  to  establish,  by 
means  of  obedience  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Some  men  say:  "We  must  find  God  before  we  can  love  our  fellow 
men."  Is  it  mot  more  in  keeping  with  the  truth  to  say,  "We  shall  find  God 
by  living  righteously,  and  by  loving  our  fellow  men"? 

I  think  that  is  the  message  we  find  in  that  phase  from  the  angel's 
chorus:  ".  .  .  Good  will  towards  men."  (Luke  2:14).  Worshiping  God  and 
loving  our  fellow  men  —  "On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  law 
and  the  prophets."  (Matthew  22:40)

'BEHIND    TINSEL 
AND     FINERY'

THIS  time  of  year  brings  something  wonderful  with  it!  That  feeling  of 
gaiety;  an  air  of  suspense  and  surprise;  and  a  feeling  of  warmth  and 
happiness  that  seems  to  be  everywhere.  No  one  exactly  knows  what  it  is, 
but  everyone  refers  to  it  as  "The  Spirit  of  Christmas."  Perhaps  it  might  be 
worth  our  time  to  take  a  little  closer  look  and  see  if  we  can't  find  out  just 
what  this  wonderful  'something'  is. 

In  order  to  do  this  we're  going  to  have  to  look  behind  the  cover  of 
tinsel  and  finery,  and  beyond  the  tantilizing  smell  of  pastries  and  the  excite- 
ment of  fancily  wrapped  packages.  We  must  look  to  the  person  whose  anni- 
versary we  are  celebrating  at  this  time  —  the  man  Christ  Jesus.  We  must 
look  into  and  analyze  his  immaculately  perfect  character  and  the  teach- 
ings that  emulated  therefrom. 

As  we  do  this  we  find  the  clue  that  we  are  searching  for.  We  find  it  in 
the  simple  but  all  inclusive  statement:  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the 
first  and  great  commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the 
law  and  the  prophets."  (Matt.  23:37-40) 

As  Talmage  so  aptly  explains,  "The  two  commandments,  here  spoken 
of  as  first  and  second,  are  so  closely  related  as  to  be  virtually  one,  and  that 
one:  'Thou  shalt  love.'  He  who  abideth  one  of  the  two  will  abide  both; 
for  without  love  for  our  fellows,  it  is  impossible  to  please  God." 

Now  we  begin  to  see  what  the  true  spirit  of  Christmas  is  - —  pure  love 
—  and  we  notice  that  its  true  meaning  completely  encompasses  the  more  or 
less  superficial  feelings  of  joy  that  we  usually  experience  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  We  are  also  able  to  see  that  this  "Spirit  of  Christmas"  is  some- 
thing that  we  can  and  should  have  with  us  always.  It,  when  fully  developed, 
leads  us  to  love  and  serve  God  supremely,  not  from  fear,  but  from  de- 
light in  his  perfect  character;  and  to  love  our  fellowman  not  only  for  what 
he  is,  but  also  for  what  he  has  the  potential  to  become. 

Some  may  say  that  it  is  impossible  to  develop  this  attribute  to  that 
high  degree  while  on  this  earth,  but  history  itself  refutes  that  notion,  for 
the  prophet  Nephi  records:  "And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was  no  con- 
tention in  the  land,  because  of  the  love  of  God  which  did  dwell  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people.  And  there  were  no  envyings,  nor  strifes,  nor  tumults, 
nor  whoredom,  nor  lyings,  nor  murders,  nor  any  manner  of  lasciviousness, 
and  surely  there  could  not  be  a  happier  people  among  all  the  people  who 
had  been  created  by  the  hand  of  God.  There  were  no  robbers,  nor  murde- 
rers, neither  were  there  Lamanites,  nor  any  manner  of  -ites;  but  they  were 
in  one,  the  children  of  Christ,  and  heirs  to  the  kingdom  of  God."  (4  Nephi 
15-17).  Let  us  use  this  wonderful  Christmas  season  to  develop  within 
ourselves,  to  a  greater  degree,  the  true  "Spirit  of  Christmas."  That  it  may  be 
with  us  always  and  become  the  "driving  force"  within  our  lives  that  will 
enable  us  to  hasten  the  day  ".  .  .  that  the  righteous  shall  be  gathered  out 
from  among  all  nations,  and  shall  come  to  Zion,  singing  with  songs  of  ever- 
lasting joy."  (D&C  45:71) 

It  might  well  be  that  these  "songs  of  everlasting  joy"  will  be  the  ful- 
fillment of  the  hopeful  strains  that  we  sing  each  Christmas  Season,  .  .  . 
Glory  to  God  .  .  .  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest;  peace  on  earth,  good  will

President  McKay  Reorganises  First  Presidency 


^ALT  LAKE  CITY  -  Two  additional  counselors  have  been  appointed 
^  to  the  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

They  are  President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  president  of  the  Church's 
Council  of  Twelve  Apostles,  and  Elder  Thorpe  B.  Isaacson,  an  Assistant  to 
the  Council  of  Twelve. 

The  appointments  increase  the  size  of  the  Church's  presiding  body  to 
five  members,  a  change  from  the  somewhat  present-day  tradition  of  three 
members. 

The  two  appointees  will  share  duties  with  92-year  old  President  David 
O.  McKay,  Hugh  B.  Brown,  First  Counselor;  and  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  Second 
Counselor. 

In  annoucing  the  appointments.  President  McKay  stated  that  the  in- 
creased work  of  the  First  Presidency  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Church 
require  more  help  in  the  presiding  council  of  the  Church. 

President  McKay  also  announced  that  President  Smith  will  retain  his 
status  as  president  of  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles. 

The  two  additional  counselors  will  share  in  the  work  of  the  Church's 
misionary  programme,  welfare  programme,  genealogical  programme,  direc- 
tion of  temple  presidencies  and  business  and  executive  duties  of  the  First 
Presidency. 

President  Smith  is  89  years  old  and  has  been  a  member  of  the  coun- 
cil of  Twelve  Apostles  since  1910.  He  is  the  Church's  historian  and  an 
authority  on  Church  doctrine.  He  is  the  author  of  many  books  on  the 
theology  and  history  of  the  Church. 

President  Isaacson  is  67  years  old  and  a  successful  life  insurance  and 
real  estate  executive.  He  is  general  agent  for  the  Lincoln  National  Life 
Insurance  Co.  in  Utah  and  Idaho.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Utah  State  Uni- 
versity Board  of  Trustees  for  12  years  and  served  as  its  president  for  seven 
years.  He  holds  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree  from  that  institution.  He 
was  also  a  member  of  the  University  of  LItah  board  of  Regents  from  1955 
to  1959. 

He  was  appointed  an  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  Twelve  Apostles  in 
1961  after  serving  as  a  counselor  in  the  Presiding  Bishopric  organization 
of  the  church  for  15  years.
